The 
outbreak hes boen unlooked for by the whiles and they ara now short of am- 
munition for such a conflict ag Is anticipated, In case the negroes secure the 
help from cutside and fire the town tho situation would be grave, as the town 
has little flro protection.

THE MYSTERY OF 
THE MISSING MILLION 


With each recurring census there comes up in Can ada 
the mystery of the missing million and the question of where 
did the population which are shown by the returns to have 
crossed the border disappear to. 

The population of the Dominion in 1901, according to 
ihe official figures was 5,371,315. The figures show an in- 
crease for the decade being thus 1,710,554. According to the 
official statistics for immigration for the past ten years, the 
total number of newcomers to the Dominion from all sources 
was 1,722,031. If the figures are correct, then the actual in- 
crease in population since 1901 is less than the number of 
immigrants that have come to our borders during that period. 
W hat has become of the balance, and where is the natural in- 

rease due to the surplus of births over deaths? If the figures 
are to be believed, then Canada has lost, by emigration, a 
large proportion of her increase by immigration. Eliminating 
the newcomers of the decade, the population of the Dominion 
has actually diminished, and not only to the extent of the dif- 
ference between the number of immigrants and the increase 
os shown by the census returns, but also the enormous nat- 
ural increase referred to. ‘Taking the birth rate for the Do- 
minion at 20 per thousand and the death rate at 12 per thou- 
sand, on a population basis of five and a half millions, with 
which the country was credited at the last census, the natural 
increase from this source would have been 44,000. Add to 
this the difference between the number of immigrants and 
ihe increase in population as shown by the recent census, and 
it will be seen that Canada has lost 55,477 souls, providing 
always that the figures of Mr. Blue are correct. The actual 
loss would, of course, be even greater, since, as the popula- 
“ion gradually increased through the arrival of new settlers, 
ihe disparity between the total number of births and deaths 
would become more marked.
